Compensation 

It may bo remembered tbat an item of 
six thousand dollars appeared in tbo 
Estimates brought down by the present 
Government last session for the- purpose 
of com pen sating discharged oflicifils. In 
the official Returns shewing the payments 
mad* outof thoProvincialTroasury during 
the six months ending 30th June, 1873, 
w« lind under the head of "Compensa- 
tion," a long list of sums paid to retiring 
oaicors, amounting in the aggrogate to 
.tt-r-.t thousand, seven hundred and five dol- 
lars and sixty-five cents! .Kissing is said 
to go by favor, and in glancing over the 
list ono is lei to conclude that, in tho 
bauds of tho present Ministry, compensa- 
tion is dealt out upon the same principle. 
Eor instance, wo And that J. Uonnoll re- 
ceived §036 '"on loss of office," while wo 
lind $133 33 was paid to T. R. Holmes, 
certainly no less efficient an officer and 
who, if wo mistake not, was even longer m 
the service. Again, wo find that a "gra- 
tuity" of &G00 was paid to P. Trevor "on 
resignation of office," while W. Stewart, 
au old and faithful officer who was dis- 
charged on short notico, only received 
$122. Then it appears that F.G.Claudot, 
who held office for years on more suffer- 
ance, and who had long notico of coining 
evouts, pocketed £1514 S2, while J.liodel- 
lo, for many yoars an eiliciont officer, was 
suddonly cut off with forty-one dollars and 
a half. But perhaps tho most iuoxplica- 
blo item under this head is $750; appear- 
ing as paid to A. W. Vowell. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Vowell was raised 
from tho position of a constable to that of 
Gold Commissioner by thoMcCreight Ad- 
ministration, and was, by tho present 
Ministry, transferred to Omineca last 
spring. In what way or on what princi- 
ple compensation was given to that fortu- 
nate gentleman wo confess ourselves at a 
loss to comprehond. In these observa- 
tions we would not bo understood as com- 
plaining 'of tho smallnoss of tho lessor 
sums, although we may say that if tho 
iargor ones are not too largo, tho smaller 
ones must, in some instances at least, bo 
too small. On the contrary, we aro dia- 
posed to regard the whole business of 
compensation with suspicion and doubt. 
But what we wish to point out just now is 
the palpable unfairness with which a inea- 
■ure at least questionable would appear to 
havo been carried out. Looking at tho 
individual recipients, as it is one's duty 
to do iu matters of this kind, we find that 
in several instances comparatively largo 
■urns have been paid to persons who had 
not only no oquitablo claim to compensa- 
tion, but upon whom tho country bad a 
claim — men who for long years enjoyed fat 
billets which had either no duties attached 
or for the duties of which they were totally 
and notoriously incompetent. Here wo 
havo the considerable sum of $7,705 55 
paid away in this extraordinary manner 
during the first six months of the press n t 
year. How much the latter half of the 

r.~ffie-way*£ho l r 43p a l i i , 8 ^erfiffieiii 1 ^ 
pose of tho revenues screwed from tho 
hard earnings of tho people, — or rather 
that remnant not gobbled up by Minis- 
ters. This is what is technically called 
"Retrenchment." The farmer must 
swim his cattle to such markets as are to 
be had and make forced sales, or perad- 
Teuturo the tax-gatherer will soil them for 
him. in order that Ministers may, after 
taking precious good care that their own 
"dignity" is maintained, hand over 
large sums as "gratuities" to men who 
have resigned office or who ought to havo 
been made do so years ago! Settlers in 
the interior, who aro left without roads or 
bridges, and who are, in some instances, 
struggling to scrape together enough to 
satisfy the inexorable tax-gatherer, what 
think yon of such transactions';' Tho 
Ministers aro your servants, ontrustcd 
with your money. Aro you satisfied with 
the manner in which tho trust is being 
administered? Ministers have taken tho 
lion's share, and tho residue they havo 
given in "gratuities" to tho very men 
who have, in many instances, been the 
blood-suckers who had reduced tho coun- 
try to its present condition of leanness 
and to rid itself of which self-government 
was chiolly sought. 



Tho Graving Bock. 

Those familiar with the subject can- 
not havo failed to bo amused, or dis- 
gusted as tho case may be, at the man- 
ner in which it lias boon treated in the 
opening speech and in tho organ. Per- 
sons unacquainted with the matter 
might be led to imagine that the Gov- 
ernment had niadoa two-fold discovery 
of n most important character; to wit, 
the willingness of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to capitnlizo tho guarantee by 
giving a cash sum in lieu thereof, and 
the readiness of the Lords of tho Ad- 
miralty to make a donation of 125,000, 
Sterling, towards constructing the 
dock. Iii so far as tho former is con- 
cerned, it has long been known and 
has been repeatedly announced that tho 
Dominion Government would be pre- 
pared to capitalize tho guarantee. Nor 
is there any particular favor or boon in 
that. It is done simply upon the prin- 
ciple of shaving a note of hand before 
maturity. As respects tho second, the 
Government or tho oigan or both 
would seem to bo strangely in tho fog 
respecting tho Admiralty aid. Under 
an old statuto provision is made by 
which, upon tho recommendation of 
tho Lords of the Admiralty, the sum of 
.£20,000 (not £25,000) may bo loaned 
(not given) at tho rate of four per cont. 
interest for the purpose of constructing 
a dock of a specified character and di- 
mensions on such stations as are consi- 
dered of sufficient importance in a na- 
val point of view. This arrangement 
js not now. On tho contrary it is very 
old, and wo supposed everybody was 
aware of its existence, but it would 
seem the present Government haveonly 
now made tho discovery. "Well, the 
reason why more has not been made of 
thii Admiralty aid iu connection with our 
doc'., rpiostiou is eawily enough explained' 
JSucIl isthe diameter of the douk required, 



such aro tho regulations and restrictions 
surrounding tho proposed aid, and such 
aro tho guarantees and conditions imposod 
upon the country, government, or party 
receiving that aid that it was considered 
British Columbia would bo bettor off with- 
out it. Of course, thero is tho possibility 
of tho Lords of tho Admiralty laying 
aaido their proverbialstiffneasand waving 
all these vexatious restrictions and im- 
possible conditions in tho case of British 
Columbia. But we shall beliovo in tho 
possibility of that when wo seo it and no 
sooner. Yet oven then thero would still 
be the palpable inadequacy of tho funds 
at our dcposal to bo overoomo. It seom3 
quite clear, therefore, that the Govern- 
ment will bo compelled after all to adopt 
some such course as tliBtwhich thoyBcorn- 
fully rejected last session: and thus it 
will bo found that the country has to 
thank tho present Ministry for a year's do- 
lay withoutany compensating advantages. 
It'is, indeed, to be regretted that a ques- 
tion of so much importance should thus 
become a mere plaything in tho hands 
of political trickstors.

THIRD SESSION. 

Monday, Doc. 22. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:10 
o'clock. 

REPLY TO THE 8PEBOH. 

Mr. Saul moved the reply to tha Gov- 
ernor's Spoooh, which, being a reScx of 
tint speech, it is unnecessary to produce 
it hero. The lion, mover proceeded to 
express rogrot that the railway had not 

baen cornmonred, as agreed; hut believed 
that the work would bo begun next 

Spring. His Honor had, however, pro- 
tested against the delay so that no re- 
proach could bo attatched to the 
Government. The Dry Dock proposition 
was favorable to the Province — as the 
Government would bo in a position to 
raiso the necessary funds to build the 
Dock. The cash payment of J.'3U,00() to 
British Columbia would bo equal to a 
sum amounting to over $100,000 above, 
the amount guaranteed as interest by 
the Dominion Government. Besides, 
thero waa the Admiralty guarantee, which 
fio Government axpeeted to roceivc 
shortly. The proposed ro*d from Now 
Westminster District would aid material- 
ly in settling up the country by affording 
communication witli the seaboard from 
tho interior. Some of the Acts passed 
last session required amendment and ho 
was glad to sao that the Government pro- 
posed to do it, He was also happy to 
know that extensive surveys would be 
prosecuted, so that settlors would bo aid- 
ed in selecting homes. In conclud- 
ing, the hon. mover oxpressed his 
entire confidence in tho f uturo of the Pro- 
vince by tho development of its resources. 

Mr. Hughes seconded tho Reply. He 
had great pleaauro in doing this, and took 
occasion to | say that ho heartily endorsod 
the policy of the Government, tho able 
members of which certainly deserved tho 
thanks of the country. He expressed the 
fervent hope that the Railway would be 
soon commenced, and was glad that tho 
Government had fulfilled its obligations. 
Although ho did not bolievo that Esqui- 
mau was tho best place for tho dry dock, 
he still hoped that the negotiations now 
proceeding would be brought! to a suc- 
cessful issue. Ho welcomed tho proposi- 
tion to build a road along the valley of 
the Frasor as a great boon to iieopls in all 
parts of the Province, oven if money to 
build it cannot bo raised at a loss rate of 
interest than 10 per cent per annum. Ho 
applauded the notion of the Government 
in making surveys and he sincerely 
hoped that] tho HoubO would grant 
the Government money to continue them. 
The contract system in lotting out roads 
in sections had been very successful, as it 
gave farmers living on tho lino of road an 
opportunity of competing for the con- 
tracts. Ho also approved of the Govorn- 
ment allowing pre-omptors of 100 acres 
of laud to purchase 20 aoro3 of timber 
land adjoining tho pre-emption claims, 

Mr. Robsou said it wft3 not his intention 
to oifer tho Government any opposition 
on theuo resolutions; but nevertheless he 
felt it his duty to offer some remarks 
theroupon. He was glad to find at least 
two honorable gontleaiou who felt pro - 
foundly grateluito the Government. From 
circuumtinee3wuicu had transpired in tho 
hon. mover's district., he was under 
the impression that his remarks were 
meant ironically (a laugh.) The Speech 
-was distinguished for its nothingness. 
The Government could claim no credit 
for protesting against tho uonfuliilment 
of the Railway contract. Every ono had 
dono that. But he believed that this pall 
ot the Speech was intended ad a cloak to 
the questionable transaction of reserving 
a 20-milo bolt of laud between Victoria 

. and Seymour Narrows. Before tho Do- 
minion Government could ask that re- 
Borvo they must first commence the 
road. They had not done so— they were not 
in a position to-day to claim it. He re- 
ferred hon. members to suction 11 of those 
terms, to show that his conclusion was 
correct. During the 2 years stipulated 
tho Canadian Government had failed to 
fulfil its contract, and this Government 
had gratuitously mads tho reserve. Tho 
Dominion Government couldn't complain 
of tho noilfulfilmeut of tho contract which 
she ''had hersolf not fulfilled. Last year 
ho had complimented tho Government on 
its ingenious plan to tide over the grav- 
ing dook difficulty. It, was not an honest 
scheme. The leader of tins Government 
misled this Houso when lie said that ho 
know tho Dominion Government 
was prepared to act upon that scheme. 
The present schomo was entitled to no, 
more consideration than the scheme that 
■went before it. Tho correspondence with 
respect to tho Dock should have been 
laid before the House before tho reply 
was moved. Now the House is obliged 
to take tho more statements of the Minis- 
ters as thoy were last session on tho self- 
same subject. In capitalizing this sum 
tho Canadian Government is not giving 
any more than the true valuo of the guar- 
antee. It was like shaving a promissory 
note with a broker. Who expected tho 
"promise of aid daily from tho Admiral- 
ty," Waa it tho Minister who spoke last 
session aud protonded to apeak by tho 
book on thib samo subject V Everyone 
knew that in tho tiuio of James II a law 
was passed to permit the loan of £20,- 
000 at four per cent, per annum interest 
for building docks of a certain desciip- 
tion. Rut it had long been well under- 
stood hero that tho loan was so hedged 
in with tonus that tho £20,000 would be 
yory dear indeed. That law was still in 
force and that was tho only aid expected. 
Tho clause was "a mockery, a delusion 
and a snare." Should a lightning flash 
oomo across tho Atlantic and tho continent 
to-morrow, telling us that tho "expected 
aid" was secured, he would not believe 
it (hear, hear). It was all vory well with 
n Government that was tottering on its 
last legs to try to grasp at this project as 
a drowning man is paid to grasp at a 
straw. It was not patriotic or manly for 
any Government to put such words in 
tho mouth of Her Majesty's representa- 
tives simply to prolong their miserable 
existence (cheors). What was tho rosult 
of last yoar'd voto of this House? Twelve 



months had been frittered away; nothing 
had been dono and the whole thing won hi 
have to bo gono ovor again. Ho was glad, 
howover, to find ono thing to eomtuond 
in tho address, viz: tho opuning of com- 
munication between Now Westminster 
and Yale. But judging of tho future by 
the past work of tho Government, he 
could feel no confidence in the work bo- 
ing successfully carried out by it. He 
thought that there was no necessity for 
a loan to build this road. Surely onough 
could be spared from the large Dominion 
subsidies paid this Province to build 
tho road without seeking a b an. If it 
wero thought otherwise he should bo 
ready, whon the Estimates wore brought 
down, to the House to point out several 
sources from which the money required 
can be obtained. The taxation imposed 
was so unfair and inequitable that ho did 
think, although he did'ut expect much 
from it, tho Govevnmout would have 
introduced a scheme to equalize. Ho was 
surprised, looking back to the antece- 
dents of the leader of tho Government, 
that no provision had been made for in- 
troducing a Free Land Grant system. 
The great bulk of too important ques- 
tions had been shirked by tho Govern- 
ment, aud loft to private members to bring 
in. He was perfectly sure that it would 
be shown beloro tho close of tho session 
that tho Government had been so absorb- 
ed in their own little wirepulling schemes 
to retain their seats to give much atten- 
tion te the larger public matters which 
undorlie truo prosperity. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Runstcr was surprised, in tho face 
of the resolutions passed by his constitu- 
ents recently, to find tho hon. member 
for Lillooot (Mr. Saul) rising to move 
this Reply. 

Hon. Mr. Walkemhere laid on tho table 
the Dry Dock correspondence, which was 
ordered to bo printed. 

Mr. Batiste: continued — Not a word was 
said in tho Address about protection to 
the agricultural interests. Not a word 
about the $2 50 an aer.o on Wild Laud. 
Tho Immigration Agents of the Province 
were Government spies; and the tax was 
put on to pay their salaries and that of 
tho fourth Minister. Tho absence of 
referenco to agricultural protection would 
burst this Ministry — it burst tho last. 
[Hear.] Not a word was said about the 
material interests of tho Proviueo. Ho 
drew a glowing picture of tho present 
prosperous condition of California and 
Oregon through the fostering of agrioul- 
turo and said that if British Columbia 
would protect her agriculturalists she 
would have railroads and would now bo 
shipping grain to Great Britain. Saanieh 
has now 12 thrashing machines; but tho 
farmers can find no market. Foreign 
Hour and wheat were brought in to feed 
our consumers; whilst the farmer had 
to pay 15 per cent, on everything that he 
wore and on many things that he ato. Ho 
stigmatized tho two members of New 
Westminster District as traitors to the 
modification of the tariff. 

Mr. Hughes protested against such lan- 
guage. It was untrue. 

Mr. Buuster referred tho hon. gentlo- 
man to his election address. He (Mr. 
Buuster) had been sacrificed, lie had 
sold out his seat at Ottawa on the dis- 
tinct pledge that tho then Government 
would send down a modification of the 
tariff policy. Ho had been deceived. Now, 
ho proposed to the Government that they 
should withdraw this Speech, amend it 
aud bring it again. He scarcely thought 
that tho lion, meinbcr for Comox had Cad 
a hand in this address, or in accordance 
with his pledges ho would have assisted 
in putting in a protection clause. If the 
Government would amend their Speech 
thoy would find him a supporter instead 
of an opponent. If thoy persisted in their 
present error thoy were bound to go out. 
| Cheors. | 

Tho correspondence on tho subject of 
the reservation of the East Coast lands 
aud the Dry Dock was ordered to be 
read, on application of Mr. Robertson. 

The import of the railway correspon- 
dence is already understood. The Dry 
Dock correspondence shows that tho 
KcKenzie Administration are prepared to 
submit a scheme for paying tho .sum of 
£50,000 or some measure equivalent 
thereto to Parliament. It also shows 
that the Hon. Amor DeCosmos was au- 
thorized to proceed to Ottawa and Eng- 
land as a Government Agent for tho pur- 
poso of arranging the details oj the loan. 

Mr. Holbrook reviewed the Speech aud 
said that he would like to see it consider- 
ed seriatim, as ho felt that ho could vote 
for some portions of it. The agricultu- 
ral interests, he agreed witli Mr. Bunstor, 
■wore paramount aud ought to have re- 
ceived some attention in the Address. 
Tho carrying of the Railway from Sey- 
mour Narrows would do no good 10 Bri- 
tish Columbia. Better have no railroads 
at present titan that. It would not en- 
able our fanneis to compete with 
the farmers of Oregon and Washington 
Territory for the supply of the workmen. 
He thought we ought to bo allowed to say- 
where the Railway ought to go to to be 
of most use to the Province, and that 
it would be more in accordance with the 
duties of tho Government to have shown 
this than to have made a protost, lie 
was glad to see that the Government 
would attempt to open up the country by 
making a road up tho Frasor. In the dis- 
trict ho camo from agriculture was pros- 
pering; it was tho brighest spot in the 
Province, and if tho railway passed 
through it it would bo tho back of -the 
country anil of this city. This road would 
not only benefit his district, but also tho 
Okanagan district, where cattle were wait- 
ing to aome down. The road was a ne- 
cessity and should bo made, even if the 
money was borrowed to do it. llo must 
say hs could not look -with favor on the 
Dry Dock at Esquimalt. It was only a 
Victorian toy. [haughter. J It would cost 
8000,000. A hydraulic lift could bo had 
for 8200,000. llo did not look upon this 
dock as aneoossity, but thought that tho 
money would bo much better spent in en- 
couraging agricultural resources. Willi 
proper management tho Eraser Valley 
could export very largo amounts of grain, 
— sufficient in itself to make a prosperous 
trade. Private enterprise would provide 
all the dock that would ho wanted. 

Tho Clerk hero read tho motion again. 

Mr. Eobertaou, seconded by Mr. Mc- 
Crcight, moved that tho proposed ad- 
dress in reply bo considered clause by 
clause Carried. 

Glausos 1, 2 and 3 wovo adopted. 

To clause 1, relating to tho Graving 
Dock, Mr. Robjrtson moved that tho de- 
bato bo adjourned until tho voluminous 
documents connected with the Graving 
Dock and tho matter dealt with in tho 
next clause wore printed, Member's would 
bo then in a position to judgo whether tho 
proponed scheme was practicable, or whe- 
ther it wonld end in a lamentable fail- 
ure, tho fate- of tho scheme of last year, 
(hern.) 



Mr. McCroight seconded. Ho would 
1)0 glad, indeed, to support any practic- 
able scheme for building the Dry Dock, 
and ho hoped this would provo to bo 
one; but the next clause provided for the 
borrowing of a Bum of $900,000, a most 
momentous proposition, which no hon. 
member should vote upon without being 
in possession! of the most voluminous in- 
formation on tho subject, (hear.) 

Ron. Mr. Walkom consented to tho ad- 
journment of the debate until Wednesday 
next; and tho debate was so adjourned.

Tho Atty-General introduced an Act to 
amend tho act for granting leases; an Act 
to amend tho Courts Merger Ordinance;
